How to Measure Your House 
for Painting

Divide this by 250, which represents the approximate 
number of square feet of surface that 1 gallon of our paint 
will cover, two coats. You will find this gives about 11 gal- 
lons. If the surface is in good condition and has been pre- 
viously painted, it should not require even that much; but 
if the surface has never been painted we recommend three 
coats for a first class job, which will, of course, require more 
paint. In figuring the amount of trimming required the 
rule of 1 gallon of trimming to 5 gallons of body is usually 
followed. If you want to paint a barn or a fence, measure 
the same way as we have measured this house, and figure 
the amount of our barn paint accordingly. 


To determine the quantity of roof paint or stain, multiply 


the length of the house by the width, then add one-third 
that amount and the total will be the approximate area of 


the roof. Now divide by the covering capacity per gallon 


of the paint or stain you wish to use. 


When and How to Paint 
The Weather. A dry day should be selected for painting 


as dampness is bad for fresh paint. 


Under no condition 


should painting be attempted when the temperature is below 
50 degrees. Good painting cannot be done when the paint 
chills, as this thickens it and makes the coat heavy and 


streaked. 


The Surface. The surface to be painted must be thor- 
oughly dry and free from all particles of dirt and old paint. 
This is very important, as paint will not wear when applied 
on surfaces that are not in good condition. Moisture is the 
worst enemy of paint and if the surface is not thoroughly 
dry it will be useless and a waste of time and money to apply 
a coat of paint to it. In many cases paint is applied on a 
surface seemingly dry, that on investigation is found to be 
water soaked and dry only to a depth of about 1% of an inch. 
When the sun shines on this surface a vapor is formed which 
must find an outlet somewhere and naturally it forces its 
way through the paint. This causes the paint to blister 


and then peel. 


Use a painter’s duster for general dusting, a scraper, 
putty knife or wire brush for removing loose paint. A wire 
brush is especially recommended for use in cleaning iron, 
brick and stone and is a very handy tool in removing rust 


from all iron work.

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Always stir paint thoroughly. When ready to use the 
paint remove the entire top of the container, otherwise the 
paint cannot be properly stirred.

When this is 
done the paint is ready for use. Apply with a flat paint or 
wall brush, about 4 inches in width. 


How to Apply Seroco or Policy Brand

First Coat or Priming. The priming coat is very im- 
portant. Generally too little attention is given to this work. 
For both new work (a surface that has never been painted) 
and old painted surfaces use a mixture of 1 pint of boiled 
linseed oil and 1 pint of pure turpentine to each gallon of 
Seroco or Policy House Paint. Stir thoroughly, then apply 
and brush out well. The priming coat should not be too 
heavy, but plenty should be put on and it should be brushed 
out well. Herein lies the secret of successful painting. 


Second Coat—Both Policy and Seroco House Paints. 
After the priming coat has been put on, putty up all nail 
heads and cracks. This should be done with a putty knife, 
as puttying with the fingers does not fill the holes well. 


From four to six days should be allowed for the first 
coat to dry. The paint for the second coat requires no thin- 
ning and should be applied as you receive it, that is, in its 
natural thickness.

Allow from four to six days, or longer where possible, for 
the second coat to dry, then apply the third coat of paint 
just as you receive it. 


Use Only Pure Boiled Linseed Oil 


Never use raw linseed oil unless you are thoroughly fa- 
miliar with its handling. Raw linseed oil requires a dryer, 
while boiled linseed oil will dry without the addition of a 
dryer. It is an easy matter to add the dryer, but you may 
use too much, which will result in the paint cracking and 
then peeling off, and again, if too little is used, the paint may 
not dry. 


Be sure that the oil you are using is pure, as any adulter- 
ation may spoil the entire job. It is difficult to detect the 
adulteration, therefore purchase your oil from a reliable 
local dealer or send to us for it. We purchase our linseed 
oil direct from the manufacturers and guarantee it to be free 
from any adulterants. Prices quoted on request.

The roof must be dry and clean. Old 
metal surfaces should be swept thoroughly 
with a stiff broom to remove all loose scaly 
paint. Felt, wood or composition roofs 
should also be thoroughly swept to insure 
their being free from loose dirt and dust. 

Always stir thoroughly before using and 
apply a heavy coat just as you receive it 
over all known leaky surfaces. Holes should 
first be stopped up with Longlife Elastic 
Compound.

Wash the woodwork thoroughly. When dry apply the paint with 
a flat wall or round paint brush. For painting window sash use 
a 1 or 14-inch sash brush. 
Plastered walls. which have been whitewashed or kalsomined 
should first be washed with warm water to remove the white- 
wash or kalsomine. In this case use a wall scraper and scrape 
while wet. When thoroughly dry (allow about twenty-four hours 
for drying), apply one coat of the paint you intend to use, allow 


_ twenty-four hours for paint to dry, then apply one coat of glue 


sizing (see our Seroco Elastic Sizing on page 21). When the 
size is dry, apply the second coat of paint. For the first 
coat thin the paint with turpentine in the proportion of 1 quart 
turpentine to 1 gallon of paint. For the second coat apply the 
paint in its natural thickness; if too thick, thin with a little tur- 
pentine. Should the whitewash or kalsomine be very hard and 
there is no evidence of peeling, the first coat of paint can be 
applied over it without washing, then the sizing and then the 
second coat of paint and no trouble will be experienced, but 
should there be the slightest evidence of loose whitewash a satis- 
factory job cannot be had without removing the coating by 
washing and scraping, as explained above. 

Before applying the first coat of paint, fill all cracks and holes 
with plaster Paris. This is prepared by mixing the dry powder 
with water to the consistency of putty. Use at once when pre- 
pared, as it will harden in a few moments. 

If ceiling is to be painted do this first, then begin painting at 
the top in one corner of the wall and work downward.

Remove all plaster marks, grease, dust 
and discolorations. Give floor one coat of 
thin white shellac, which will act as a filler 
as well as an undercoat for the finishing 
varnish. Allow twelve hours for the shellac 
to dry and then rub or scratch the surface 
of the shellac slightly with sandpaper or 
steel wool in order to remove the high gloss. 
Rub with the grain. Dust thoroughly and 
apply one coat of floor varnish, which must 
be allowed to dry for at least twenty-four 
hours. Then apply the second coat of var- 
nish and after twelve hours the floors may 
be used. 


Varnish Finish, Hardwood 
Floors, Oak. 


_ For a light or dark oak finish, use either 
our light or dark oak paste wood filler, 
which you must thin to the consistency of 
paint by adding turpentine or benzine. Ap- 
ply filler with’a brush the same as you would 
paint and after fifteen or twenty minutes 
jrub off all the surplus filler with a piece of 
burlap, carpet or excelsior and be sure to 
rub across the grain. Be careful not to al- 
low the filler to get too hard before you rub 
off the surplus as you will then have to 
sandpaper the entire floor. After twenty- 
four hours apply two coats of floor varnish, 
allowing at least twenty-four hours for the 
first coat to dry before putting on the sec- 
ond coat.

Mix a small quantity of oil stain with the 
paste wood filler and apply filler as you 
would for an oak finish. Then give the 
entire floor a coat of oil stain of the desired 
shade, being careful not to put on too much 
stain. Rub off the stain with a soft cloth 
after you have obtained the desired color 
and allow twenty-four hours for the stain 
to dry. Then apply two coats of floor var- 
nish, allowing twenty-four hours between 
first and second coats.

Varnishing 

Keep the can of varnish tightly corked when not in use. Should the varnish be very thick, 
thin with turpentine, but it is better to keep the can corked, so the varnish will not thicken, as 
it will wear longer when used ia its natural state. Clean brushes are necessary for good work. 
Do not use old paint brushes or brushes that have been soaked in oil. Varnish brushes can 
be had from us for so little money that it does not pay to use an old brush. Varnish should 
not be brushed out as paint is but should be laid on, that is, spread on a heavy coat and even 
it with as few strokes of the brush as is possible. Of course too heavy a coat will cause it to 
gun and this must be avoided. For old varnished surfaces, remove the gloss by rubbing it 
with pumice stone and water. Take finely powdered pumice stone and mix it with water to 
a creamy paste and with a cloth dipped in the pumice stone give the surface a good rubbing. 
This is not intended to remove the old varnish but simply to remove the gloss. Wash with 
clear water and let dry thoroughly. It will then be ready for the varnish. 


Varnish Should Be Put in a 
Warm Room Before Using. 


The temperature of the varnish should not 
be less than 75 degrees. When varnish does 
not work well do not blame the quality, for 
in nine cases out of ten the trouble is due 
to some other cause. Small pin holes in 
varnished surfaces which give it the appear- 
ance of being sandy are due to several 
causes: First, a change of atmosphere from 
dry to damp may be the cause. Second, 
mixing of varnishes of different qualities, 
Third, varnishing over fillers or varnish that 
is not hard enough. Fourth, varnishing when 
the room is damp and cold. Fifth, putting 
cold varnish on warm surfaces or putting 
warm varnish on cold surfaces. Sixth, in- 
sufficient ventilation. It is important that 
the room be well ventilated while varnishing 
and after you have finished; this means that 
you must select a dry day for varnishing; 
your varnish will dry quicker and a better 
finish is assured. 


Varnish Finish, Soft Wood 
Floors. 


All cracks and crevices should first be 
filled with our crevice filler; this material is 
applied with a putty knife, the same as 
putty, and may be colored with oil stain to 
match the color you intend to use. After 
all cracks have been carefully filled, apply 
a coat of oil stain (of desired shade) and 
when the surplus stain has been rubbed off 
with a soft cloth, the floor is ready for the 
varnish. Allow twenty-four hours for the 
stain to dry before putting on the varnish 
and twenty-four hours for each varnish coat. 
Three coats of varnish should be applied to 
insure a lasting finish.

Wax Finish, Hardwood Floors. 


Use paste wood filler and stain (if other 
than natural color is wanted) the same as 
you would for a varnish finish. Then apply 
a coat of thin shellac. When dry, apply an 
even coat of our prepared floor wax with a 
soft cloth and rub well into the wood. Pol- 
ish with a regular wax polishing brush, or 
tack a piece of carpet to a wood block. The 
more energy you put into the polishing, the 
higher gloss and finish your floors will have. 
Worn spots may be touched up at any time 
without going over the entire floor. 


Soft wood floors will not take a wax finish.

First, rub down the surface smooth with 
either sandpaper or steel wool and dust 
thoroughly.

After twenty-four hours apply another coat 
of hard oil finish or if a real high gloss is 
desired apply our interior spar varnish.

Smooth down as you would for yellow 
pine and apply a coat of paste wood filler. 
Reduce the filler to the consistency of paint 
by adding either turpentine or benzine. Ap- 
ply the filler as a varnish with any bristle 
brush, and after it has been allowed to par- 
tially harden, rub off the surplus filler with 
a ag of carpet or burlap. When rubbing 
off the surplus filler be sure to rub across 
the grain of the wood. After the filler has 
been rubbed, allow at least twenty-four 
hours for drying before applying the var- 
nish. We recommend either our extra light 
hard oil finish or our interior spar varnish. 
Allow twenty-four hours between varnish 
coats. 


Interior Doors and Woodwork to 
Be Stained Before Varnishing. 


Follow the above instructions, except that 
the paste wood filler should be colored with 
oil stain before being applied. Rub off the 
surplus filler as above described and allow 
eight hours for the filler to dry. Then ap- 
ply a coat of oil stain. The wood absorbs 
the stain gradually and when the woodwork 
is of the desired shade rub off the stain still 
on the surface with a soft cloth, and be sure 
to rub with the grain. Allow the stain to 
dry twenty-four hours and then finish with 
varnish as you would for oak finish as be- 
fore described.

Have you ever gone oF the road in an 
unfamiliar community and looked across the 
fields to a set of buildings which stood out 
from all the rest because every building was 
neatly painted?

Paint has a wonderful psycho- 
logical effect on the visitor, and a great pre- 
serving effect upon the buildings themselves. 
Well painted buildings also have a good effect 
on the farmer and his helpers. 


Painting Is a Step Toward 
Better Things

Economy of Painting 


Painting is a sort of economy we ought to 
make more use of. It adds to the life of the 
buildings, vehicles and machinery. And not 
only that, but it makes the farm much more 
attractive. 


We are apt to overlook that consideration 
because it doesn’t seem to yield any immediate 
revenue. But it’s a step toward better things. 
And the first step taken, the next step is easier. 
Of course, that doesn’t mean that a man in- 
evitably becomes a better farmer if he daubs 
a little paint on the old wagon or paints his 
house a pleasing color. There’s no magic in a 
pot of paint. But there’s common sense in it. 

t saves thine from going to pieces before 
their time an gives the farm a thrifty look. 
And the man who begins economizing in the 
right way and nursing thrifty looks is more 
apt to be a good farmer than the chap who 
doesn’t “care a hang.” 


We all intend to paint and fix things up 
after awhile, but we really can’t afford to wait 
until we can afford it. Painting will save 
things now that will be beyond painting later 
on. Let’s ict busy. Here is some advice by 
Jerome B. Frisbie of the Colorado Agricultural 
College that may come in handy: 


The best paint is a mixed paint; white lead 
alone is too soft and tends to become chalky 
ba ~ white is too hard and will crack and 
peel off. 


A mixture of white lead and zinc white, con- 


taining not over 25 per cent uf zine white is 
much more durable than one alone,

parison would even be more favorable for 
paint. 


We have found the average life of a wagon 
te be but six years—just think of the money 
wasted buying new equipment when by paint- 
ing twice a year and keeping it under cover 
when not in use, the wagon will last twenty 
years. Mowers, binders, etc., if painted regu- 
larly and kept under cover when not in use, 
should last ten or twelve years, but the manu- 
facturers estimate seven years to be the aver- 
age. It is through no fault of theirs that the 
time is so short, but solely because the farmer 
does not realize the investment value of paint 
and shelter.
